Pursuant to that Providence River Pedestrian/Bicycle Bridge Design, Construction, 
Maintenance, Funding and Ownership Agreement by and between the CITY OF

hereby acknowledged and accepted, do hereby transfer any and all right, title and interest in 
said Providence River Pedestrian/Bicycle Bridge (“Project”) to the City of Providence. 
Pursuant to the aforementioned Agreement, I declare the Project to be complete and The City 
of Providence acknowledges that said Project is complete and that; “Upon completion of the 
Project the City will: 

a. ) Assume ownership of the Project, to be known as the Providence River 

Pedestrian/Bicycle Bridge, in its entirety, including the existing granite pier 
bases and subsurface foundations; 

b. ) Maintain the Providence River Pedestrian/Bicycle Bridge in accordance with 

the plans and specifications developed for the Project at its own cost and 
expense; 

c. ) Make ample acco mm odations and provisions each year in their budget for 

said maintenance; 

d. ) Properly maintain, clean and repair the Providence River Pedestrian/Bicycle 

Bridge and its appurtenances in its entirety; 

e. ) Keep the Providence River Pedestrian/Bicycle Bridge open to all public 

pedestrian and bicycle traffic at all times; and

and support colomns, but has agreed to reuse the Providence River highway bridge gramfe pier 
bases to constnict a pedestrian and bicycle bridge in coordination with the Cily aid subject to the 
approvals of the appropriate State and Federal Regulatory Agendes (RIDEM, CRMC, UBCG, 
ACOE 3 etc); and 

WHEREAS the 1-195 Rdocarion project includes the design and constmotidn of the 
pedestrian- and.bicycle bridge, (hseinafter called frte Pmject), and 

WHERBAS the State vrili employ the services of a licensed engineer and a registered 

architect to derign the Project including the bridge superstructure, si3hstractare,rgilings, ■ 

arcMfecturai features, and all other assooiatM ainsnities; and 

WHEREAS the State will employ a constmcdion contractor through the competitiYe bidding 
process to construct the Project; and 

"WHEREAS upon completion of the Project, the State will transfer ownership of the Project 
to the City, and the City will be responsible for the ownership and maintenance of the completed ■ . 
Project including the bridge superstmcture, substmcture, railing, architsctaral features, and. all o&et 
associated amenities; and

NOW, THEREFORE in consideration of the foregoing premises and the mutual dbligahons 
contained herein, the State and the City hereby agree as follows, 

1. The Project will consist of the design and construction of the “Providence River 
PedestrianfBioyde Bridge”, a structare for pedestrians and bicycles over iis Providence 
Rivet spamiiig &om existing Providence River 1-195 Mghv?ay bridge piefe -B2 ^3 B8, and 
the stmotores (walls, stairs,, ramps, eta) to bring the pedestrian path from the bndge to the 
prevailing grade at each end of the bridge, 

2. The State will design and construct, in whole or in part as modified to accommodate the 
constraints of the budget or pledged fends, the Providmice River Pedestd^icyole Biidp 
developed by Design TeamlO as selected in fee Providence Rivet Pedestdan Bridge Design 
Compditioiirimbytiie City; ^ 

3 The State will hire fee firm selected ferou# fee design competrtidn under ian emstihg 
” contrsctwrfefeeMaguire Group utilizingfeeSIDOT ConsfefentGuidelmes- and subject to- 
RIDOT’s review and acceptance of said firm’s submitted design hours andhOtely rates, 

4. The State, through its oontrsctor, will construct fee Project in accordance wife fee pirns and 
specifications for fee Project The State will use competitive bidding for fee Project in 
conformance with 23 'CRF Part 635 and will comply wife afi provisions of fee'Tide'37, 
Chapter 2 of fee Rhode Island GeneralLam The State cannot guarantee fee'-ponsfeiction 
cost of fee Project uTifn award of fee construction contract to fee lowest qu^ed bidder. 

5. The City agrees to work wife fee State to monitor fee estimated construetidn'costs at each of 
' fee design stages and modify'fee Project as needed to accommodate fee budget If fee 

lowest responsible bid exceeds fee State’s share aess design cost) plus fee City’s escrowed 
amount from item 7 below, then the City shall increase fee escsrowed amount to 
accommodate fee bid smcrant prior to fee Project’s construction contract award or fee State 
wiil osncel fee bid and not award the contract

7. Tie State will contribute funds not exceeding Four Million Dollars ($4,000,000) to pay the 
cost of design and constoctibn with, funds apportioned to iiie State undef-tteTian^ortation 
Ecpty Act for die 21^ Century. 


8. Tie City wid place the balance of tbe addtionai funds jeqoiied for fte Project in escrow 
prior to competitiYe bidding for the construction of die Project. .He State will draw upon " ■ 
tbe escrowed funds afier its contribution of Four Million DoFars ($4,000,000) basbeen 
exoended. The State and the City agree to enter into anEscrow Agreement prior to 
competitive bidding for the construction of the Project more specifically addressing paymedt 
terms and conditions. 


9. The City agrees to work wrtli the State to investigate and implement any necessary 
modifications to the existing obtained federal and state environmental permits and tie 
onrrent I--195 environmental determination for tie Pxoj ect. A record of debision was issued 
on 1/07/97. .■ 

10. It is not antidpated that any land acquisitions ox permanent ox temporary easemsnte Will be 
necessary for the constmction of the Project, Should acquisitions or easements be required, 
the State will be responsible fir preparation of plats, plans and descriptions of acquisitions 
and easements and .will coordinate these actions wititiie City. 

11. The State will be responsible for overall coordination with the utility companies as required 
for design and constmcticn of tie Project in accordance with State poKcies arid practices. 

12. The City will be responsible for the pr^aration of any necessay agre^ents'wiii^ utility, 
companies fox easements or fees to utilize tie completed Project to cross tie Providence 

River.

15, This Design, Construction, Maintenance, Funding md Ownership Agreeiiieht (hereinafter 

"Agreement”) between the Stats and City will be recorded in the Land Btddence Records oi 
the City, ' ■ . 

16- -All work perfbimed under this Agreement is subject to the inspection and approval of the 
State and FHWA authorities in accordance with the provisions of the Feddral-Aid PoKoy 
Guide which axe incorporated by reference herein and mads a part cf this Agreemmt 

17. The Mayor will take all necessary steps to leoeiye authority ixoni the City Council to enter 
into and execute tins Agreement including, hut not limited to, submission of this Agreement' 
to the City Councii fox ratifioation and submission of proof of such authority to the State. 
prior to the commencement of the Project. 

18. This Agreement may not he altered or amended except by written-agreament signed hy all of 
the parties hereto,
